DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-23 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments filed in the appeal brief dated 20 January 201 1 are persuasive. The combination of 
Hemming and Schubert in view of Ehrfeld would not lead one of ordinary skill in the art to 
"change the shape of the Schubert foils from pentagonal to round (i.e. disk-shaped)" as it would 
render Schubert inoperable for its intended purpose (Appeal Brief, page 30, paragraphs 1-3).
